important everywhere. the teaching profes- 
sion, its importance can hardly exaggerated. 


Here absolutely necessary understand 
the fundamental reasons things. The main 
problems education are philosophical prob- 
lems, hence, the need for clearly defined 
philosophy life and education. 


The Whole Man

Without omnipotent and provident God, 
democratic government would justify all 
that Plato said about when the problem was 
posed him: Without God, democracy 
would just short half-step ahead pure 
anarchy. For without his duty God, can 
man have any duties anyone else besides 
himself? Duty God and God’s servants 
the first fundamental any government 
ever invented that any government worth 
considering. 

Human rights are given men God. 
only because Mr. Brown’s human rights come 
from the same Creator Mr. White’s human 
rights that Mr. White has obligation 
respect Mr. Brown’s rights. Unless are all 
servants the same God, there nothing 
between that can determine how far may 
not selfishness. But because Brown 
endowed with certain inalienable rights the 
same Divine Person who gave rights, 
order established; and secure that 
order, governments are instituted among men.

The fundamental law any country not 
the brilliant fulmination the inventive genius 
original statesmen.

The natural law there for everyone 
democracy that all men can recognize this 
fundamental natural law. 


norant this fundamental democracy 
—to believe that fundamental law 
made, created the state. Slave peoples 
have been led believe that rights are 
privileges granted the state. Such be- 
lief false and damnable, and possible 
only state where education made 
mockery. The state does not decree 
what shall right wrong; merely 
recognizes objective fact and truth and 
enforces its laws with adequate sanctions. 


There are, true, penal laws which are 
state created: such are speed laws and regula- 
tions for prompt tax returns. But these are 
secondary and regulatory measures. They are 
not fundamental. Our democracy does not 
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stand fall their observance nonob- 
servance except they affect more 
fundamental principles. But there are other 
unchangeable laws necessary national life. 
Such laws are decreed God His great 
system natural law. State laws are but 
re-enunciations applications the natural 
law. 


Democracy founded the convic- 
tion that men can and should educated 
discover such law. That why democ- 
racy, true its convictions, chooses 
persuasion and not force its medium 
for diffusing its ideals. That why, for 
example, America has greater confidence 
the public forum the UNO than 
its atom bomb. 


democracy, that men are reasonable, that in- 
dependent human words and prejudices; 
there unchangeable right and unre- 
deemable wrong. Democracy convinced, 
true democracy, that men have the power 
and the will recognize right and wrong for 
what they are, and that men, with few in- 
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human exceptions, feel themselves obliged 
accept the right and reject the wrong.

They Can’t Read 


Inability read usually the greatest 
facing the slow children, for 
tool subject without which they cannot master 
others the curriculum. That have failed 
helping them here evidenced brief 
glance statistics. reading test administered 
8600 children different schools showed 
that per cent those tested were retarded 
reading. The reading grade level the 
entire United States fourth grade spite 
the fact that educational associations within 
this country annually hold conferences for 
improvement teaching the subject read- 
ing. contrast this, only two per cent 
the population Japan are unable read. 

Since ounce prevention worth 
pound cure let examine the causes for 
failure this subject: 

Wrong start presenting the basic steps. 

Progressing the child beyond his rate 

Inadequate materials, especially short- 
age readers different grade levels within 
the room. 

Faulty teaching methods. Sight reading 
excellent, but the pupils should also learn 
use phonics unlocking new words. 

There should grade reading for 
growth. Never fail child read- 
ing but let him progress his own rate. 

one should promoted from kinder- 
garten unless can pass the Kuhlman-Ander- 
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son Reading Readiness Test. The Reading 
Readiness score 2.5. However with 2.0 
may enter the first grade, but never with 1.6. 
and pass grade 

This reading readiness involves several fac- 
tors which merit serious consideration. sure 
the pupil not suffering from word deafness 
which accompanies poor hearing, from word 
blindness which the result poor vision. 
Both these physical defects vary with 
mental deficiency. Boys usually have better 
visual and auditory discrimination words 
than girls, though they score lower mental 
tests. They are ready the opposite sex 
for formal education but not make great 
effort. They present challenge the abil- 
ity their teacher, for one these with 
teacher and parents. 


Skillful Teaching Required 

The language spoken the home also has 
strong bearing this situation. One who does 
not hear English except school often has 
difficulty retaining the word, its meaning, 
and association with other words and objects. 

Freely praise the slow group the basis 
effort rather accomplishment. This 
necessitates good marks the report card. 
Those with I.Q. less should have 
their card marked “special” 
work” and then given passing grades for 
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improvement and effort. Explain parents 
that you mark the card “Grade while the 
child the third-grade room, and then give 
him better mark, will encourage him more. 
But keep him the third-grade room. Let 
him follow the sequence classmates. 
necessary pass special record with such 
child, that the next teacher can continue 
where the former left off. 


Necessary Adjustment 


Any nonpromotion these children should 
occur the first, second, third grades 
where social adjustments are comparatively 
easier, and they can still gain foundation. 
This does not, necessarily, mean repeating 
grade, but simply doing one half the work 
the first year the first grade and the other 
half the work during his second year the 
first grade. Under these conditions those with 
years classwork within ten years school. 

Seize every opportunity appreciate the 
problem the child who learns slowly. Sym- 
pathize with him; help him all you can, but 
never call him lazy. Make him member 
the Club: health, heart, hand, head, and 
holiness. his religious training guide him 
eliminate vices and cultivate virtues. Thank 
God that slow and backward pupil your 
room doing fourth-grade work the eighth 
grade. you have helped him advance that 
far, God’s praise will crown your efforts.

She and her husband were received into the 
Catholic Church four years after they were 
married. Mr. Connelly was now without em- 
ployment and and his wife availed them- 
selves the opportunity visit Rome. They 
spent the next two years travel. While 
abroad they received word their financial 
failure. This meant that both them must 
seek employment. Mr. Connelly became pro- 
fessor English the Jesuit College St. 
Charles Grand Coteau and his wife became 
music teacher the Sacred Heart Convent 
Grand Coteau. 


Happy Family 


These were the external circumstances 
Cornelia’s life for thirty years. Crosses had 
thrown deep shadows across her path, but holy 
joy always predominated.

ARENTS renew their youth their 
children. They want for them all the 
advantages that they themselves were denied, 
and they usually aim high their ambitions 
for the children’s future. While those am- 
bitions may gradually tempered normal 
children develop along unexpected lines, meet- 
ing definite blocking cherished hopes 
while the child still young blow difficult 
take. Confronted with growing sudden 
realization that child not and never will 
physically perfect, the parent may react 
any several ways, depending his 
her personality, the type the child’s 
firmity, and its severity the time 
discovery. 
Use Common Sense 
Certain types disability seem carry 
stigma the popular mind, and deafness

one these. The sensitive parent may feel 
shame and humiliation discovering that 
child has lost part, least, his hear- 
ing and may lose more. One the common 
initial reactions this discovery refusal 
face the facts. Less enlightened parents 
may refuse accept the school audiometer’s 
verdict slight moderate deafness and, 
because the child seems hear loud voiced 
conversation fairly well, refuse the medical 
attention requested. Not many years ago 
doctor told group parents, “If your 
children are neglected today and later must 
join the ranks the estimated fifteen million 
adults who are hadicapped deafness, they 
will know exactly how and why they became 
that way, and will place the blame squarely 
where belongs.” Another type parent 
suffers agony fear for the child’s future 
and starts weary and senseless round 
doctors, and expensive one, hoping always 
for favorable diagnosis. 


Remedial 


The education parents hearing handi- 
capped children would well extend several 
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directions. Where adequate medical care has 
failed achieve cure, the fact static 
progressive deafness must accepted and 
educational measures given the right way. 
These parents must shown the value 
early lip reading instruction, not only 
immediate aid dulled ears, but also 
possible greater need the years ahead. 
While unhappy prophesies should. made, 
possible safeguards should thrown 
around the child’s future. 

the matter lip reading, bring three 
main points the attention parents: (1) 
not confine our selections for the 
class severely deafened children. slight 
hearing loss making itself felt bids fair 
progressive, lip reading should re- 
quired study. (2) The practice lip read- 
ing does not preclude the use residual 
hearing. With the aid lip reading, hearing 
more productive results, and given 
the child’s closer attention, with the hearing 
mechanism receiving increased stimuli. (3) 
This study has value apart from its initial 
purpose. has its by-products: concentra- 
tion, mental alertness, well-developed powers 
observation, relaxed nervous tension. 

Lip reading instruction alone may not 
enough. those who are experienced this 
field advise the purchase electrical hear- 
ing aid the parent, or, necessary, 
some social agency, the intelligent parent will 
offer objection. Moreover, this parent will 
all his her power aid the train- 
ing the child the use and care the 
aid. 

The Parents’ Responsibilities 

Apart from parental consent special 
school program, the home treatment the 
hearing handicap should have attention. 
Simple lessons the hygiene the ear, nose, 
and throat should impressed upon the 
parents, together with the importance build- 
ing and keeping this child’s general health 
par. 

Unfortunately, there tendency among 
teachers well parents physically handi- 
capped children underestimate their ca- 
pacity. they are trained the 
responsibility that will bring them adult inde- 
pendence, their capabilities must given full 
recognition the school and the home. 
certain amount help over rough spots 
these children must have, but this should 
only enough clear the way for initiative 
and independent action, that self-confidence 
built and strengthened. -Responsibility 
mark growth that most children relish. 
Because the feeling incapacity that 
usually accompanies hearing handicap, there 
experience uplifting the mind and 
heart its victim that being trusted 
with responsibility. 


Social Training 
All possible encouragement mingle with 
normal children and take part normal ac- 
tivities, even the face embarrassment 
and difficulty, should given all times. 
Where special school presents the only 
adequate means sound elementary edu- 
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cation, proper spiritual training will insure 
that health mind and soul that will carry 
this child through all the storms and stresses 
life. 

The wise parent will treat the hearing handi- 
capped child would normally hearing 
child, learning how make him understand 
easily and talking him would any 
planation, story for the sole reason that 
the child may not understand. This child 
needs conversation even more than does the 
child with sharp ears. His vocabulary may 
falling short what should and every 
word heard during the years 
will have future value. 


Avoid Pampering 


The wise parent will punish the handicapped 
child would the normal child, never ex- 
cusing real fault because the handicap. 
will realize that uncontrollable temper, 
flabby will, cowardly attitude toward the 
vicissitudes life, constitute far greater 
handicap than crippled ears. will see 
that this child trained away from any 
tendency use his handicap effort 
escape the unpleasant situations that are the 
lot all mankind. the same time, will 
realize that defective hearing trying the 
patience both its victim and his associates 
will guard against one the greatest 
wrongs that can done this child’s per- 
sonality development, impatience 
mands where the child faultless and helpless.

Comprehension and Speed 


Among the different factors that contribute 
good reading, which made the 
ability interpret and remember, there are 
two which are great importance.

The greatest difficulty, perhaps, teaching 
silent reading maintain the proper bal- 
ance when raising the speed and comprehen- 
sion class. Experience shows that reason- 
able speed aid comprehension, for 
slow pupil increasing his reading rate im- 
proves his comprehension. Scientific tests 
prove that eye span has much with 
speed, and that the ability take larger 
groups words important factor read- 
ing efficiency. Drill phrases will help 
increase eye span. Rapid efficient readers, 
‘compared with poor readers, make fewer eye 
pauses and proceed with rhythmic forward eye 
movements instead irregular movements. 

simple exercise for increasing speed 
have the children glance paragraph and 
see how much the eye can grasp single 
glance. Reading under time limit increases 
speed when the children understand the meth- 
od. signal given the teacher for all 
begin, and the end definite number 
minutes signal given stop. Each child 
then marks the last word read and counts the 
number words has read. His reading rate 
per minute may thus estimated; though 
questions must asked upon the text see 
that understands the content. 

Skimming also means making rapid 
readers. For instance, the teacher making 
assignment might say: “Read find how 
many birds used the birdhouse, omitting all 
details,” find which city the 
largest.” Newspaper reading well adapted 
this process. The teacher might 
make such assignment as: “Read find 
what time day the accident happened,” 
“How many people were the parade?” The 
child skims through the given space, thus 
tending increase his eye span, and hence his 
reading rate.

Try Little Fiction 


Perhaps some these few hints, embodying 
mixture fiction and fact the recipe, 
may applied the gentle rain from heaven 
fertile young minds, and cause them 
sprout bit new life the written page.

Cooperative Learning History 


History can made interesting, captivating, 
and educational applying the following 
device. 

Preparation 

The chairman divides the daily assignment 
into eight parts. selects eight speakers. 
Each one responsible for one topic. The 
class reads the entire assignment from the 
textbook. Then each student prepares ques- 
tion about each topic. The class also reads 
the lesson from supplementary textbook, 
from which each pupil selects two worth- 
while additions. Questions. and additions are 
kept notebook for further study. But 
one may read additions. required 
know his subject matter. 


Class Procedure 


The chairman, who appointed for one 
week the retiring one, opens class the 
following manner:

Otherwise, the chairman takes com- 
plete responsibility. Questions privilege, 
etc., are decided, when necessary, reference 
parliamentary law. 


Assignment 


During later study period the new assign- 
ment posted, and the chairman appoints 
his speakers. The chairman always refers 
the teacher for the assignment. 


Daily Scoring

More than 200 years ago, when the first 
white men reached this far northwest country, 
they found Indians who belonged five great 
families, each family composed several 
tribes. How long the Indians had been here 
unknown. They lived hunting and fishing, 
with little agriculture. They had horses and 
they used tools and weapons which they got 
from the Spaniards the Southwest. 

first, the Indians welcomed the coming 
the white man, but, later on, they bitterly 
opposed the slaughter the buffalo and the 
taking their lands. 

1731 Verendrye, French Canadian, with 
his three sons traveled westward from Mont- 
real, Canada, attempt find the distant 
sea which they had heard rumors. They 
made many long journeys during the next ten 
years, but could get definite information 
help them find the route that could lead them 
their destination. They were attacked 
Indians and the youngest son was killed. The 
father the boys, ill and discouraged, re- 
turned Montreal, but the two older broth- 
ers, Pierre and Francis, determined keep on. 
1742, they set out horseback and con- 
tinued westward. During the winter, they 
suffered much from the intense cold. But, 
last, New Year’s Day, 1743, they saw the 
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skyline the Big-Horn Mountains, branch 
the Rockies. Pierre, seeing the reflection 
red the snow-covered peaks exclaimed: 
“This indeed the land the shining 
tains,” and these words have clung

President Hoover once said: “There are 
minerals Montana than the whole 
Russia.” 

May 26, 1864, President Lincoln 
mitted Montana territory. The first gov- 
ernor was Sydney Edgerton, and the first cap- 
ital was Bannack. 1865, the capital was 
moved Virginia City. 1874, was moved 
Helena, the present site. 

The birthday the state was November 
1889. President Cleveland had signed the 
enabling act for statehood, but, his term 
ing expired, was President Benjamin Har- 
rison who issued the proclamation that 
tana was the state. The first governor 
was Governor Toole. 

The people Montana should never forget 
that, had not been for President Thomas 
Jefferson, the third president the United 
States, Montana, this day, might have 
owing allegiance the English Crown. 

When President Jefferson took the oath 


the American people lived within miles 


the Atlantic Coast. Some 
people had crossed the mountains and 
trated the wilderness, and little towns 
built down the Mississippi Valley. 
people wanted make homes for themselves 
They were turning the Northwest Territory 
which they called The Land Promise, 
they saw great future there. 

Years before, Washington had fully 
ciated the West. And now President: 
had vision that the future America 


the West. However, there was one 
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problem raised: Would the people 
the United States satisfied with small 
part the continent facing Europe, would 
they look both ways, develop the wilderness, 
win continent, and become mighty nation. 

Jefferson and his secretary state, James 
Madison, were deeply interested vast 
western territory. Both agreed that the little 
seaboard must grow continental nation. 
Jefferson was man science. sought all 
the information could get the plant and 
animal life, and also the mineral deposits 
that region. had learned river that ran 
westwardly beyond the Missouri River into the 
Pacific. was curious know the rumor 
were true. 

But Jefferson’s most important concern 
western affairs was the demand the West 
for free outlet the Gulf Mexico, be- 
cause the lower part the Northwest Terri- 
tory was being settled pioneer farmers. The 
Louisiana Territory, west the Mississippi 
River, vast extent 850 thousand square 
miles was the hands Spain. had been 
given that country the treaty 1763, 
after France had been badly beaten the 
war with England. Spain also had possession 
New Orleans, and the south the Mis- 
River. All the corn, bacon, and other 
produce the western farms had pass 
through this foreign port the way ship- 
ment sea. The Spanish officers did every- 
thing they could hamper American business 
New Orleans, and 1802, they withdrew 
all American privileges that port. the 
year 1800, Napoleon Bonaparte, the ruler 
France, had secretly forced the Spanish King 
give Louisiana Territory back France. 
Now, Jefferson was very much alarmed. 
had not feared Spain, because, this time, 
Spain was not strong state, but France was 
different. Napoleon was victorious warrior, 
and was determined build empire 
America. The thought this was too much 
for Jefferson. time was lost. once, 
sent James Monroe Paris help our 
minister, Robert Livingston, effort 
purchase New Orleans from France, and the 
Floridas from Spain. Their efforts were suc- 
cessful, and know why. The Bourbon 
tulers France had lost vast territory Eng- 
land and Napoleon was determined have 
back. 1803, when-the war again broke out, 
Napoleon knew, that with control the sea, 
England easily could take Louisiana. But 
needed money, decided sell the whole 
Province for million dollars and use that 
amount win the war. Even before the deal 


with France was put through, Jefferson had 


wanted explore the country between the 
Mississippi and Pacific. had asked Congress 
for $2,500 equip expedition. But Congress 
slow grant his request. may well 
believe that Congress had only known that 
the area covered the purchase would bring 
return wealth amounting more than 
seven billion dollars, the request would have 
been granted once. 1792, Captain Gray, 
Boston, had sailed around Cape Horn 
the Pacific, and cast anchor the harbor 
river which had given the name his 
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own ship, the Columbia. So, for this reason, 
the United States already claimed this vast ter- 
ritory because Captain Gray’s discovery. 
President Jefferson lost time negotiating 
the purchase Louisiana from France, and 
then organizing the exploration this terri- 
tory. Even before the deal was completed, the 
Lewis and Clark Party had gathered Wood 
River, opposite St. Louis. Here they spent the 
winter 1803, waiting for the formal transfer 
Louisiana before starting. 

one knew the location Louisiana, nor 
the extent the territory; was necessary 
for the United States get claim 
actual discovery and occupation. was well 
that Jefferson did not lose time because the 
British, through their Hudson Bay traders and 
explorers, were making big efforts the 
first across the Rocky Mountains and down 
the Columbia River, that Great Britain 
could claim the land that now Montana, and 
also the states lying west us. Jefferson 
had not hurried the Lewis and Clark expedi- 
tion from St. Louis 1804, any one the 
explorers from Canada might have beaten 
the goal. And, had they got ahead 
reaching Montana, each one today would 
subject British king, and instead 
singing “The Star Spangled Banner,” 
should singing, “God Save the King.” 
Truly, Thomas Jefferson may considered 
Montana’s first benefactor. and Robert 
Livingston, our ambassador France, man- 
aged the great transaction, and the money was 
paid December 20, 1803, fifteen million 
dollars for more than one million square miles, 
about 665 million acres, cost cents 
per acre. the time the sale, Livingston 
exclaimed: “We have lived long, but this the 
noblest work our lives.” the month 
May, 1804, the Lewis and Clark party started 
the Missouri River, but travel was slow. 
took them 165 days reach the Mandan 
Villages, hundred miles from St. Louis, 
the present site Bismarck, Here they 
spent the winter, building boats and getting 
supplies food and clothing. April 


Small Samaritan. 
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1805, two parties started out. One party in- 
cluded dozen men who later were sent back 
St. Louis with letters the President and 
also brought him gifts stuffed animals and 
Indian craft. The second party, including the 
immortal Lewis and Clark expedition, started 
for the unknown region. Captain Merriweather 
Lewis, former private secretary President 
Jefferson, was command with Captain Wm. 
Clark, both from Virginia. The party consisted 
members, six canoes with two small 
boats. the party were three sargeants and 
some privates the United States army. 
Also negro servant, York, hunter, 
and the French Canadian interpreter, Char- 
bonneau, with his young wife Sacajawea, car- 
rying her three-month-old baby her back. 

Sacajawea had been engaged because she 
knew the way, more less. Some years before 
she and her sister had been captured fight 
with the Blackfeet Indians near the Great Falls 
the Missouri. Her sister had escaped her 
own people, but Sacajawea was sold slave 
and finally married Charbonneau Dakota. 
was Sacajawea, the Bird Woman, who prac- 
tically saved the expedition. got help 
from the Indians whom they met. the foot 
the Rockies, they knew not where turn 
and was these Indians who guided them 
across the mountains the head waters 
the Columbia. 

1805, from April September, they 
crossed Montana their western journey, 
going the Missouri, the Jefferson, and the 
Beaverhead Rivers. Here also they were 
guided Sacajawea. She should remem- 
bered the first woman mentioned the 
recorded history Montana. She received 
pay for her help. Her husband was the only 
married man the band. 

Another interesting member the expedi- 
tion was Clark’s Negro servant York, the first 


black white man, the red men had ever seen. 


could not straighten out his kinky hair, nor 
tub the black off his face and arms, and the 
Indians called him Big Medicine, and followed 
him wherever went.

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July 19, 1805, the Party arrived the 
place Sacajawea had told them about, The 
Fork the Three Rivers. These rivers Capt. 
Lewis named honor President Jefferson, 
Madison, secretary state, and Albert 
Gallatin, then secretary the treasury. This 
the very place where, five years before, 
Sacajawea and her sister had been captured. 
After resting three days, Lewis started the 
Jefferson River, which Sacajawea told them 
would lead the Great Divide. They were 
only miles air from what now the city 
Butte. The roads were terrible, but they 
followed the trail and Idaho. 
Here, Sacajawea met her own people and there 
was great rejoicing. The Indians were friendly 
and there was much feasting. The party then 
continued down the Bitter Root Valley, pass- 
ing Stevensville and Hamilton. Lolo Creek, 
miles from Missoula, Lewis and Clark sep- 
arated. Clark and men crossed into the Big 
Hole Country, way Gibbon’s Pass. Later 
on, both met again Three Forks and from 
there these three great explorers started back 
their return journey St. Louis. 


OUR WONDERFUL STATE 
MONTANA 


Montana bounded the north Can- 
ada, the east the Dakotas, the south 
Wyoming and Idaho, and the west 
Idaho and the Bitter Root Mountains. The 
Main Continental Divide separates the Mis- 
souri system from the Columbia system, these 
two systems receiving the drainage the 
state. The Missouri River springs from three 
main headstreams the southeastern portion 
the state, the Jefferson, the Madison, and 
the Gallatin Rivers. Montana has great range 
temperature, extending from degrees 
below zero 110 degrees above. The extreme 
cold winter often tempered the warm 
and dry Chinook winds which blow 
northeasterly direction from the Mountain 
Range. Blizzards occur only the eastern 
plains, and tornadoes are unknown. 

The area Montana about 147 thousand 
square miles. The length from east west 
540 miles; the width (north and south) 
about 275 miles. About 600 square miles are 
water. The latitude between degrees and 
minutes the International Boundary. 
The longitude about 104 degrees and 116 
west. 

The eastern part the state rolling 
prairie land. The elevation about 2800 feet, 
gradually rising thousand feet meet the 
foothills the Rocky Mountains the west. 
Montana has oceans grass. the home 
the buffalo and its leads the cattle 
industry. 

Conditions Montana make necessary 
for large proportion its farm lands 
irrigated before crops can grown. There are 
miles irrigation ditches. There are irrigation 
projects the Sun River, the Milk River, and 
the Yellowstone, exceeding five million dollars 
value. 

the eastern part the state, the Mis- 
souri the most important stream. flows 
northerly, then easterly till reaches the 
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eastern boundary. Its chief tributaries are the 
Yellowstone and Musselshell flowing into 
from the south. West the Rocky Mountains 
the land drained the Clark River and its 
tributaries into the Columbia. The Clark Fork 
the Columbia River with its two main 
branches, the Missoula and the Flathead, 
drains the great Western Basin. Flathead Lake, 
the only lake considerable size, has length 
about miles, width about six miles, and 
depth least 300 feet. The Rocky Moun- 
tain Range covers about one third the area 
the state. The Main Continental Divide 
runs from Yellowstone Park for some distance 
along the southwest boundary, after which 
turns eastward and then crosses the state 
northwest direction. The general elevation 
the crest the Rockies about 6000 feet, 
and the peaks rise from 8000 12,000 feet. 
Granite Peak and Emigrant Peak being the 
highest elevation. The range lower Mon- 
tana than further south Wyoming and 
Colorado. 

The Bitter Root Mountains. form part 
the western boundary the state, and great 
long basin separates them from the Main 
Divide. The elevation the Bitter Root crest 
between 7000 and 8000 feet above the sea. 
Other mountains our state are the Mission 
Range, the Beaver-Head, the Coeur d’Alene, 
Big and Little Belts, Bear Paws, Bear Tooth, 
Little Rockies, Big Horn, and many others. 
Our mountains Montana are treasure 
vault, where have found arsenic, manga- 
nese, and precious stones. Montana tenth 
rank the value its products. Copper was 
first found here 1866. 1912 the state 
yielded 700 million pounds. Gold was discov- 
ered 1860. Coal found abundance near 
Roundup. About three million tons are mined 
each year. 

The tourist trade during the past few years 
has brought more than million dollars into 
the state. Besides wonderful system high- 
ways, Montana has three important railroad 
lines— The Great Northern, the Northern 
Pacific, and the Chicago, Milwaukee, and St. 
Paul. They cross the state from east west. 

Glacier National Park northwest Mon- 
tana has area 915 thousand acres. has 
glaciers and more than 250 lakes. means 
good trails, some the best Alpine scenery.

Boy, Crow, Blackfeet, Flathead, and Tongue 
River among the northern Cheyennes. 1841 
Father Peter Smet established permanent 
mission the Bitter Root Valley. The 
head Indian Reservation was opened 1910. 

Besides being the home the buffalo, Mon- 
tana has more than million head sheep. 
the eastern section the state are found 
rabbits, gophers, badgers, prairie dogs, bison, 
coyotes, grouse, and lots grasshoppers. 
the western section find black and grizzly 
bears, elk, moose, deer, beaver, mountain lion, 
wolf, porcupine, and mountain sheep. the 
Bitter Root Valley are found ticks, the bite 
which results yellow fever, nearly always 
fatal man. The rivers abound with fish. 

Splendid crops wheat, corn, oats, barley, 
and flaxseed are raised the state. the 
eastern part, with the help irrigation, good 
crops have resulted even the dry-land dis- 
tricts. Apples, pears, plums, cherries, and sev- 
eral kinds berries are grown successfully. 
There are hardwood trees the state. The 
tamarack, the red fir, and the Douglas spruce, 
with the yellow pine are the principal varieties. 
The state tree the yellow pine; the state 
flower the bitterroot; the state bird the 
meadow lark; the state song “Montana,” 
Cohan Butte; the state flag shows blue 
field with representation the Great Seal 
the state the center. This flag was the 
Spanish American War. 

The great seal Montana shows plain 
with plow, pick, and shovel the fore- 
ground. the background are shown trees, 
hills, and mountains with the sunset rising 
behind them. the right river with 
broad waterfall. the bottom are the words: 
The Great Seal Montana. 

The greater part Montana’s population 
found the mining sections. The largest num- 
ber foreign born whites come from Canada, 
Austria, Germany, Ireland, and The 
Population Montana more than half mil- 
lion. Last year, quarter million tourists vis- 
ited our state. 

Woman suffrage was adopted 1914. Mon- 
tana was the first state send woman 
Congress representative, Jeanette Rankin. 
She served one term only. 

The Montana Constitution was adopted 
August 17, 1889, and ratified October the 
same year. The legislative authority vested 
and house representatives. Sen- 
ators serve for four years and representatives 
for two years. The assembly meets every two 
years the first Monday January. 

The Executive Department consists the 
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state, attorney general, state treasurer, auditor, 
and superintendent public instruction. 

The senate has members (there are 
counties). Each county has county seat, the 
town which the courthouse located and 
where all county officers have their offices. 

Registration takes place about days be- 
fore the primary elections. Those who expect 
vote are required the polls for 
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registration. Anyone failing register not 
permitted vote. Every person the age 
years, over, who citizen the 
United States and who has resided the state 
for one year immediately preceeding the elec- 
tions which offers vote entitled 
vote. 1946, May was the date for 
registration. Primaries were held July 16. And 
November was general election day. 


Health the Three R’s 


Every day health day for some 800 pupils 
the Noble School Euclid, Ohio. Gently 
mixing nutrition values with the three R’s, 
Mrs. Bessie Wells, the principal, has not 
only introduced unique health program, 
which improving the diet and habits the 
but has simultaneously bettered the 
scholastic record the students. 

1941, with the government calling the 
nation improve its diet part the 
national defense program, Mrs. Wells at- 
tended six weeks’ course nutrition study 
Western .Reserve University. the com- 
pletion the course, the energetic principal 
determined that the subject health would 
occupy much time the three R’s. 

The teachers Noble School were called 
for important meeting. the surprised but 
elated teachers, Mrs. Wells explained her pro- 
gram. kindergarten through the 
eighth grade, the pupils were learn the 
nutritional values foods, the dangers 
vitamin deficiency, and diseases which result 
from improper meals. 

There were dry classes nutrition. 
Health would part science course, 
spelling session, geography lesson, any 
the other courses taught the school. 

Each teacher outlined her own program, 
subject the approval the principal. 

First-grade pupils are asked memorize 
poems accenting health. There was such 
ditty as, 

Oh, for the apple! 

round and red, 
It’s better than candy, 
Let’s eat instead. 


Various foods are connected with their cor- 
responding colors for the first three grades. 
Children are taught that meat corresponds to. 
the red color their blackboards and through 
the taught how balance their 
meals. 

The value milk, for instance, was driven 
home third graders through the use the 
regular school subjects. Subtly the music 
course, the importance the cow was shown 
when the teacher demonstrated how the horn 
was developed and became part the 
modern orchestra. the spelling words, 
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pupils were given such words herd, dairy, 
bacteria, milkman, sterilized. Even the. 
arithmetic classroom, the teacher would con- 
nect milk with the subject, asking such ques- 
tions as: you know how many glasses 
milk pint? chart the blackboard, 
showing how much milk was drunk each 
pupil during the week, kept the milk consump- 
tion high rate. There were simple lectures 
the animals that give people milk. The cow 
was represented milk factory and the 
entire milk process from cow consumer was 
explained. 

emphasize good posture, Mrs. Wells cor- 
related health with art. jointed skeleton 
demonstrated Silhouettes, 
showing the value art and good and bad 
posture impressed the students. balloon 
game was introduced whereby chart and 
colored balloons with names good health 
habits written each were used. When the 
children had good habits the balloon travelled 
2200 feet the air. clock dial was made 
dramatize bedtime and rising hour habits. 

interesting course, telling how 
primitive people lived how they took baths, 
how they made soap, how they took care 
their health, makes the pupil appreciate his 
own advantages from the standpoint health. 

achieve results, Mrs. Wells advocates 
and uses the color combination scheme for the 
primary grades. Her intermediate grades get 
good mixture vitamins with their regular 
subjects, while for the older students nutri- 
tion correlated with their science courses, 
emphasizing good posture, mental attitude, and 
healthful environment. Diseases which result 
from vitamin deficiency, the “basic seven” 
food groups, and healthful meal patterns are 
all part the curriculum. Children are taught 
carry home their newly acquired health 
habits. Frequently, parents call Mrs. Wells 
advising that the children are criticizing con- 
structively the lack vitamins certain 
foods found the family table. 

That the unique program proving effec- 
tive the school evidenced the pupils’ 
choice noon lunches. 

Before the inception this health program, 
heavy desserts pie and cake were among 
the most popular items the cafeteria menu. 
Many children would eat nothing but meat 
and potatoes. Fruits and vegetables and lighter 
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desserts were passed by. Now, pie and cake 
have completely disappeared from the menu 
and the pupils quickly take all the 
vegetables. Desserts consist gelatin pud- 
dings, and ice cream. Only milk now the 
beverage menu. 

Lunches brought from home the children 
have taken vitamin splurge. Children 
literally stand beside parents home, cau- 
tioning them the correct foods. 

push the nutrition program the ut- 
most, Mrs. Wells enlisted the aid the 
Cleveland Dairy Council plan for grading 
school lunches. Three times each week, the 
representatives the Council visit the school 
and inspect the pupils’ lunch trays they 
pass through the cafeteria line. 

When pupil chooses well-balanced meal, 
with vegetables and white milk, handed 
“A” card. choosing food items 
haphazardly and not meeting the “A” stand- 
ards, receive “B” “C” cards. These cards 
advise the pupil what food items are lacking 
and the teacher, eating last, explains the 
pupil why those certain items must eaten 
for better health. 

With the accent health Noble School, 
Mrs. Wells has set aside health room, where- 
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upper grade students conduct long sessions 
various health topics. Elaborate exhibits 
are constructed the pupils, letters are sent 
hospitals throughout the land the pupils, 
seeking information. The information trans- 
lated into simple and yet attractive visual 
exhibits. The time for the health course proper 
elastic. When pupil comes with 
interesting presentation, entire afternoon 
may consumed this classroom. 

According Mrs. Wells, school marks, 
since the inauguration the program, have 
improved considerably, not only result 
the well-balanced meals the school and 
their homes, but likewise because the 
closer attention now given health subjects, 
longer dry and trite. 

Acclaimed health educators throughout 
Ohio for her splendid work, Mrs. Wells has 
been deluged requests for material the 
program. Regularly, the principal sends out 
mimeographed copies the various units 
use her school. 

prove the efficacy her program, Mts. 
Bessie. Wells points the prominent 
Western Reserve University, where her health 
units are now being used the graduate 
school.

When take bird’s-eye view from some 
high window, are surprised see the many 
spots green that dot the tenement districts; 
for there are many back-yard gardens, except 
the most congested districts. 

Although there are comparatively few 
regions where can find, close city, 
area where animals and plants may found 
natural and uncultivated state, yet the 
suburban areas with their trees, and small 
gardens and the near-by parks can teach 
much about the nature living things.

Poverty stricken, though surrounded 
material comforts, for the study nature 
feeds the spirit, and strengthens the soul.

Process: 

Our Farm Unit medium purposeful 
reading, for drawing closer God through 
nature study, and for implanting some whole- 
some farm philosophy, was begun with our 
prereading seatwork program outlined 
the Archdiocese Milwaukee. This awakened 
powers observation nature and out 
doors, resulting all the varied activities 
recorded under media. 

Flower and leaf specimens brought back 
from field trips were pressed, mounted, and 
labeled. Models from fruit and vegetable 
stores resulted drawings which were laid 
aside for our Big Book, after our art exhibit 
was completed. 

Live pets (goldfish, turtle, dog, kittens, 
chickens, rabbit) observation the class- 
and those read about books told 

about from pictures, furnished material for 
more fascinating art classes, and for the mak- 
ing our experience charts preparatory 
formal reading. learned that most these 
animals lived the farm, down the fish 
and turtle the brook. 

Trips the farm had necessity 
imaginary, due transportation difficulties, 
but with the aid every other available 
medium, the farm unit became very real 
experience. 

Our field trips took place the fall when 
the leaves were glory, and when fruits, 
vegetables, and autumn flowers could pro- 
cured. Study animals occupied the winter 
months, while spring began our written 
correspondence with children three 
states secure grain, vegetable, and flower 
seeds, which planted and watched develop 
the classroom. The first robin song the

Physical Education Facilities 


The gymnasium the central work area 
the physical education plant. should 
large, light, ventilated room suitable the 
physical education program and the activities 
the school. should kept foremost 
mind while planning this room that its prime 
purpose for physical education, and ex- 
uses should not permitted in- 
fluence the plan the detriment this 
purpose. 

The floor area should adequate for full 
size basketball court with safety areas each 
side and rear. Ceiling heights will vary with 
the size the room, but general 
feet the underside the trusses the 
most practicable. 

The room must free all obstructions 


and projections such pilasters, window sills, 


ducts, pipes and radiators, 
height seven feet above the floor. Storage 
for apparatus and equipment, adjacent 
the gymnasium almost important 
the playing floor area. 

The gymnasium should located the 
ground floor level and integral part 
the school plan, accessible the pupils and 
public, but located not cause noise 
disturbances classrooms. 

Gymnasium floors should hardwood 
laid subfloor, supported sleepers 
give resiliency. Gymnasium floors laid directly 
over fill should avoided. The walls the 
gym height seven feet should glazed 
tile other nonabrasive material with all 
comers rounded. Above the glazed walls, 
cinder block other masonry construction 
may used. Acoustical treatment the gym 
recommended. 

Gymnasiums are best ventilated windows 
are placed both side walls. Windows end 
walls behind the basketball backstops should 
avoided. 

The provision bleachers for spectators 
will determined the needs the local 
community. Since bleacher seats are seldom 
used capacity, the cost providing them 
must given careful consideration. perma- 
nent bleachers are decided upon, the area 
below the bleacher seats should planned 
utilized for locker and shower rooms, ap- 
rooms, offices and storage space. Fold-

the physical education plant has been lack 
adequate locker and shower facilities. 
modern high school plant should provide 
locker other facility connection with the 
gym for the gym clothing each pupil 
school. The area required relatively large 
and should considered early the planning. 
Lockers and showers should not relegated 
basement areas. Many methods handling 
gymnasium clothing have been tried. Perhaps 
individual lockers are the most desirable and 
the most costly method. The office public 
instruction the state Illinois, Springfield, 
has published Plant Planning Primer for 
Physical Education Units that describes the 
various methods. 

generally agreed that the combined 
gymnasium-auditorium and, 
when such combination required, neither 
facility can properly designed, nor 
maximum usefulness. Because size 
schools and financial limitations, however, 
many these combined rooms will con- 
structed. The following precautions will tend 
lessen some the disadvantages.

The pool should located 
utilize the same locker and shower rooms 
that are provided for the gym. 

The standards the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association should adhered 
determining the size the pool.

The natatorium walls should constructed 
glazed tile similar material height 
seven feet.

Auditoriums

tion, the auditorium important any 
other classroom. The size the auditorium 
will governed the size the school and 
its anticipated parish and community use. The 
little theater, with seating capacity two 
four hundred, with adequate stage may 
found more functional for school use than 
large auditorium. Large spectator activities 
may provided the gymnasium. 

Keeping mind the integral use the 


auditorium with other class activities, the 


location should accessible the pupils. 
should located the first floor, even 
fireproof buildings, and have adequate exits 
the outside. The floor the auditorium 
should have slight pitch the stage 
provide better sight lines for audience. Seats 
should the fixed theater type chairs; 
aisles and exits should conform the Build- 
ing Exit Code the National Fire Prevention 
Association. 

The stage many auditoriums found in- 
adequate. The depth particularly too often has 
been skimped. least feet more from 
the inside the proscenium wall desirable. 
The proscenium opening should conform the 
scale the room. Thirty feet should about 
the minimum. Wing space each side the 
proscenium opening should equal about half 
the width the opening. Dressing rooms 
should provided for both sexes. Usually 
two large rooms are more desirable than sev- 
eral small rooms. These rooms should pro- 
vided with washing and toilet facilities. Toilet 
facilities for the public should located 
make access the rest the building 
unnecessary. 

Outside light not essential for audi- 
torium. natural lighting provided, means 
darkening the room should included. 
Artificial lighting should designed give 
soft light. All lighting, except exit lights and 
emergency lighting, should controlled from 
the stage panel. The stage lighting should in- 
clude border lights and footlights the dis- 
appearing type. 

for motion picture projection. School films 
and most other films can obtained 16mm. 
These are noninflammable and can used 
from projector placed anywhere the room. 
Conduits and wiring for projection machines 
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and sound equipment should letated the 
auditorium and the stage. 

The acoustics the auditorium are vitally 
important. Every precaution should taken 
secure the most capable engineers for de- 
signing the interior the room assure com- 
fortable hearing throughout the seating space. 

may well consider the heating and 
ventilating the auditorium independently 
the rest the school. 

important that the mechanical equip- 
ment noiseless and not disturb the audience. 


Lunchrooms and Cafeteria

driveways. The seating capacity the lunch-

The electric lighting the lunchroom 
should adequate provide sufficient light 
for other activities for which the room may 
used. 

Asphalt linoleum tile makes very satis- 
factory floor. Grease resistant asphalt tile 
should installed the kitchen. The walls 
the lunchroom and especially the kitchen 
should impervious material. Acoustical 
sound deadening ceilings should provided 
the dining room.

The Boiler Room 


The boiler room usually located, pos- 
sible feasible, near the coldest corner 
the building. should protected with 
self-closing, fire-resistive doors. All heating 
plants and fuel rooms should enclosed with 
not less than four-hour, fire resistive walls with 
least two independent widely separated 
exits. The architect should instructed 
school officials conform the latest local, 
state, national heating codes for details and 
safety measures. The correct capacity the 
heating unit boiler boilers not deter- 
mined the amount allowable space but 
actual theoretical calculation heat losses 
mine the theoretical heat losses and add per 
cent for safety margin.

VISUAL AIDS 


“Librarians and Teachers Working Together” 
was the slogan Secondary School Library 
Institute sponsored the department librar- 
ianship Marywood College, Scranton, Pa.. 

Special attention was given 
demonstrations, and exhibits, films, film strips, 
recordings, and other audio-visual aids, and these 
were correlated with two timely fields interest, 
namely, the United Nations and racial tolerance.
